the third theme of my speech, I will include my comments made 
to the ONE Board pointing out the importance of determining not 
only whether a political action is rational as distinct from patho- 
logical but also whether it is internally consistent within the social 
and cultural environment and time domain. Some consideration con- 
cerning new methodologies and techniques such as dynamic simula- 
tions, behavioral modeling, and augmented computer capabilities to 
statistically analyze behavioral data should also be included. 
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
